PARIS, Oct. 26.—[U. P.]—The auto- 
gyro plane of Juan de la Cierva, Span- 
ish inventor, was inspected by United 
States army officials today and for 
the first time was flown by an Amer- 
ican. The inspection was made by. 
Brig. Gen. William E. Gilmore, 
sistant chief of the army air service, 
in charge cf construction; Lieut, Vic- 
tor Bertrandias of the engineering 
corps, and Maj, Barton K. Yount, air 
attaché of the American embassy in 
Paris. 

They arrived at Le Bourget field 
accompanied by Brig, Gen. William 
W. Harts, United military at- 
taché in Paris, and er Senator 
Henry F. Hollis, who negotiated the 
sale abroad of army stocks after the 
war. 

Lieut. Bertrandias was taken up in 
the autogyro by Mechanic Rawson, 
and the American was permitted to 
operate it. Mr. Hollis announced he 
was seeking to obtain the American 
and Canadian rights to the Autogyro 
patents, which are held by the British 
government. All observers were en- 
thusiastic about the plane.

Chicago, Oct. 28. — In support of his 


contention that prohibition is a mam 
issue” Mr. Hughes asserted in his Mis- 
souri the other night that “ no 
scientific definition of intoxicating liquor 
can be framed whick will permit intoxi- 
cating liquor to be made or sold in this 
country contrary tc the constitution.” 
This for the reason that the constitu 
tion wil continue to stand inexorabls 
in its requirements and subject to 
amendment only by. the action of 36 
states.” Mr. Hughes.speaks not as @ 
moralist but as a gréat constitutional 
lawyer whose opinion is almost authori- 


tative. 
Is his assertion accurate? The consti-. 
tution continues to stand inexorable ip 


its requirement that representation in 


congress shall be reapportioned every 
ten years. . Notwithstanding that inex- 

orability, the last apportionment was 
based orn’ the census of 4910. The con- 

stitution continues to stand inexorable 
in its requirement that there shall be 3 
reduction in the representation in con- 
gress of any state which restricts man- 

hood suffrage. Notwithstanding the in- 

exorability of that requirement, its man- 

date has been ignored by congress for 
exactly sixty years. So for many years 
to come the constitution will continue to 

“and inexorable in its provision that 

congress shall have poyer to enforce ™ 

the prohibition amendment. Since con- 
gress, however, seems free to ignore a a 
constitutional mandate, wherein. lies the“ 
compulsion to accept and exercise a 

mere grant of power?! 

Congress was under ne,.constitutional 
compulsion to pass the Volstead act, and 
is subject to no constitutional inhibition 
against its repeal. . By the same token, 
congress is free to write its own defi- 
nition of an intoxicating beverage into 
any enforcement a may see fit to 
pass and the Sup court is without 

power to reduce, the alcoholic content 
of that definition. The matter is en- 
tirely one of legislative determination. 
But if it were not, what then? Should 
the Supreme court fefuse to accept the 
legislative determination and hold in- 
valid an enforcement act upon the 


ground that its definition of an intoxi- 


cant wes erroneous, the only’ result 
would be that we would then have no 


In short, the 
18th amendment is not self-enforcing, 
practically the proposition is entirely up 
to congress and Mr, Hughes, therefore, 
is not aceurate in his statement that 
we cannot frame a scientific definition 
of intoxicating liquor until we have first 
repealed the 18th amendmient.
